Specific duties and responsibilities need to be defined 
and made available at ECOFEST. Also needed for display are a map of storm drains and 
a sign-up list for potential Stewards.

TRAIES DAY, 5/12/18, 9 AM-1 PM: Emphasis right now should be on Trails Day 
publicity and enlisting more volunteers. The Arlington-Belmont crew has a race on 5/12 
but will help on a different day.
